The November meeting of the Nar- 
berth League of Women Voters, held 
at the home of Mr-. Hugh W. Brown, 
2H-4 Woodside avenue, on Friday, No- 
vember 4th, was well attended and, 
judging from the many ipie.-tions asked, 
aroused a keen interest in matters with 
which the League is concerned. 

The meeting was called to order, and 
after some discussion by-laws were 
a'lopted. The annual election of offi- 
cers followed, with the following re- 
sult: President. Mrs. c. ]> . Fowler; 
vice-president, Mrs. A. H. Hoss; secre- 
tary, Miss Anna MacKeag: treasurer, 
Mrs. Edgar ('ockrill. The suggestion to' 
district the town until practically every 
block has its leader was heartily ap- 
proved by the members. This will 
mean that the League can be pressed 
into service on a comparatively short 
notice. 

Mrs. A. C. Martin, of Wayne, in her 
address spoke with the highest ap- 
proval of this system, citing an inci- 
dent in a nearby township to demon- 
strate how efficiently it can operate in 
an emergency. The particular case re- 
ferred to was that of a man who had 
committed a most atrocious perform- 
ance upon a small child, and had, after 
a hearing, been paroled by the judge. 
The women, resenting the judge's de- 
cision, put the block system into opera- 
tion, and in a few hours held an in- 
dignation meeting, re-lilting in a peti- 
tion, with an overwhelming number of 
signatures, to the judge to remove this 
man from the' streets and send him to 
his justice, thereby .-eetning the safety 
of the other children. Needless to say, 
it had the desired results. The women 
were voters.
